BRITAIN’S COAL. 


Good news of Britain's coal 
export drive comes from Victor 
Sankey in Geneva, 


’ Attending .a mecting of the 
United Nations Economic Com-= 
mission for Europe our corres- 
pondent discovered that during 
the first four months of this year 
over a million more, metric tons 
of coal were exported to Euro- 
pean countries than during the 
same period in 1949, 


~~ The 4,374,000" tons of” British” 


coal exported up to the end of 
April represented 23 per cent of 
Europe's total coal imports from 
European sources. 


At the samo time, American 
coal exports were negligible. 


The encouraging figures show 
that although Western Germany 
continues to contribute 40 per 
eent of Europe’s coal, British 
miners work better than the 
continental underground workers 
with output per mon shift now 
at 106 per cent of the 1937 rate. 

As against this, however, Bri-+ 
tain holds the unenviable record 
of having the least number of 
miners employed as compared 
with prowar figures—only 543,000 
miners or 88 per cent of the 1937 
total. On the Continent the 
number of miners at work ranges 
from 114 per cent of the 1997 
level in Western Germany, to 130 
per cent in the Netherlands. 


TOO FEW JOBS 


Unemployment,—and this time 
the country with too many 
workers for too few jobs {s 
Norway. 

Writing from Oslo, correspon- 
dent Moray Williams points out 
that hundreds of the unemployed 
are University students who are 
forced to apply for unemployment 
benefit only a few weeks after 
completing their studies. In Oslo 
University, in the Law faculty, 
there are already over 100 gra- 
duates - trying -to-find-jobs.-----—— 

Normally, such unemployment 
might possibly encourage petty 
thefts ‘ and even more t'serious 
erlme. Among. the University 
students, however, the threat 
of weeks and evon months with- 
out work is having a different 
effect. 

In an attempt to rush thelr 
studies, “and so get at the head 
of the queue for jobs, many of 
the students have turned to 
cheating. Already this month 


five students at Oslo's University’ 


have been “relegated” for two 
years and will have to start their 
studies again as Freshmen. The 
students were accused of cheat- 
ing when the examiners found 
that their work was made up 
alternately of impeccable Eng- 
sh ond elementary mistakes. 

Oslo University, has over 4,000 
students which gives plenty of 
scope for possible cheating—and 
plenty of scope for subsequent 
unemployment.

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Man of many moods 


Dr, Pedro Lobo, the Minis. 
ter of Finance in. Macao, is a 
man of varied tastes and in- 
terests. An cconomist by 
profession, he is many other 
things by cholce. 


His influence {n Macno Is ex- 
tensive. He ‘ wields —cnormous 
power [In every sphere of 
activity,, and yet he Is not a 
natlve of the Portuguese colony, 


Born in Timor 55 ycars ago, 
he came to Macno as a boy, and 
récelved his education’ thero, His. 
parents were poor, and young 
Pedro encountered many hord- 
ships and — privations - which 
quickened a desire in him 
amiss wealth, However, 
never dreamed that years later 
he would emerge as one of Asio’a 
richest men. 


Dr. Lobo has been Minister of 
Finance Jn Macno for. 20 years. 
Nenrly 30 governors have come 
and gone, but hé has remained. 
Every time he put in a request 
to be relieved, he was outvoted. 
His career, in this’ regard = re- 
sembles that little brook In Tenny- 
son’n poem which, despite the 
comings and goings of men, went 
on “for ever.” 


He js remakable in many ways 
—for the astonishing success he 
has made with his life, since his 
wealth Is prodigious; for _ the 
contradictions In. his personailty 
which abound ut every turn, His’ 


‘lname {s a byword: in Macao; in 


Hong Kong he is almost os well- 
known, 


I met Dr. Lobo for the first 
time last week. It was not a 
chance encounter because I had 
travelled to Macto mainly to see 
and to talk to him, His exploits 
in the field of economics were 
well-known to me, since who has 
not heard of the man_ whose 
direction of Macao's gold policy 
placed the pataca at a premium? 


A few minutes after my vessel 
had landed its pnssengers, 1 be= 
gan to learn something of Dr. 
Lobo’s great wealth, All the 
way from the plier to the’ hotel 
friends pointed to various build- 
ings, estates, companies and 
firms, saying they belonged to 
him. I could not help gaining 
the impression that this man Lobo 
virtually owns Macao, and I de-~ 
elded that with all this money 
the only ‘feature likely to emerge 
from any talk with him would 
be his eagerness to retain it. 


How wrong T was. I had 
conjured up the picture of ao 
large, florid man, wallowing in 
the splendour of his wealth, I 
found Dr. Lobo small, thin, com- 
pletely unassuming. | Nothing in 
him gave any indicatior that 
here was o millfonalre, 
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final word every morning decid 
what the price of gold shall be 
for the day. 


He received mo in the patio 
of his bungalow, called the 
"Green Villa” around which Ho 
has built alx homes—one for 
each’ of his six children, As o 
small, contingent. of white clad 
waiters served’ refreshments 
atong a tited terrace fronting the 
awimming-pool, Dr. Lobo discuss- 
ed his life, 


His parents were farmers orl- 
ginolly, who tilled the land of 
Portuguese Timor—one of the 
most unpleasant European terrl- 
torial possessions in the world, 
whose rugged features and cter- 
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further revelation were impend- 
{ng, and © before long I ‘Icarned 
that in ndditlon to composing Dr. 
Lobo has organised his own 
choral group, his own orchestra, 
his own cultural centre, his own 
broadcasting station, and his own 
studio of photographic art. £ 


Some months ago he staged 
an opera composed by himself, 
and commissioned Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer of Hollywood to 
send techniclans down to Macao 
to photograph it’ in Technicolor, 
The completed film—running well 
into two hours—is now in the 
United States being edited. :

nal heat long ago induced Lisbon 
to nccord it the doubtful distinc- 
tlon of a penal colony, Here Dr. 
Lobo was born and spent his carly 
boyhood, ‘ 


By the time he reached adole- 
scence his futher had left the 
land to take up doctoring, and 
was doing quite well. Realising 
the Imitations of Timor, the 
elder Lobo despatched his son to 
Macao. It had to be Macao be- 
cause Portugal was too far away, 
and he could not'afford it. ° 


Young Lobo was a poor 
boy when’ he was admitted by 
the Salesian fathers to their 
school. I wanted to be clear on 
this point, and when I question- 
ed him he said yes, there were 
doys in his youth when how to 
procure .the next meal was a& 
problem, But every time -he 
thought about this, the need for 
money drove home the point that 
without it life was meaningless. 
He knew. when he was still a 
young boy that he would require 
moncy—large sums of it—in or~ 
der to be happy. To be able to 
satlsty every whim became his 
passion. : ‘ 


By hard work’ he eventually 
secured a position in the Gov- 
ernment of Macao, and rose 
rapidly to become the Minister 
of Finance, That occurred _20 
years ago, when he was 35.- He 
still retains this portfollo—much 
against his will, because the wish 
nearest his heart is to retire and 
devote the rest of his life to 
music and the arts.’ 


When Dr, Lobo told me that he 
composes music I had a shock 
because _it_ seemed incongruous 
that a financier of his magnitude 
could find the time or inclination 
to write musical scores, But

tense, he organised an orchestra 
and a choral group, and hag 
maintained them on_ his payroll 
to this day. His ts the only pri- 
vately-owned orchestra in the 
Far East.,The musicians de- 
pend on him for their living, and, 
play at*his bidding, 


He hos made several hundred 
records of his own compositions, 
and hos now decided that the 
time has come to Ict Macao hear 
them. ‘The radio station he is 
building in the grounds of his 
home will broadcast his own 
muale in addition to other pro- 
grammes. He js not sparing any 
expense to’ make it the only one 
of its kind in the Portuguese 
Colony. 


_ It was casy for me to see with 
what dexterity Dr. Lobo’ is liv- 
ing up to his carly determina~ 
tlon to satisfy every. whim. 
There was the pool jn his gar- 
den—the dnly one of its kind in 
Macao; there was the station be- 
ing constructed; there were the 
six houses, each in its own plot 
of, land—bullt at great cost, for 
each of his children, so that they 
could lead thelr independent 
lives ond still remain near enough 
to lunch and dine with him every 
day, 7 ‘ 

Nearly 30 people sit down to 
every meal with him. A huge 
long table virtually encompasses 
the dining-room,’ spanned by a 
magnificertt — crimson -,coloured 
rug. The gleam and glint of 
erystal and old silver animates 
the atmosphere, over. which do- 
minates this small, intense man 
whose conversation cireles the 
whole orbit of human emotions. 


Is he a genius? He has been 
described as a -financial genius, 
and the stability of the Macao 
dollar is largely due to his clever 
handling of the gold market. 
And what about his music, his 


and flippant. Dr. Lobo is a 
modernist—he composes with a 
lack of conservative appratsal, 
and injects the old and the now, 
the jazzy and the solemn, into 
most of his scorcs. He treats his 
themes with an astonishing sim- 
plicity—often picking four or five 
jotes, and building o waltz or a 
octurne around them, A Latin 
influence is’ unmistakable—a sad, 
brooding quality reminiscent of 
the lament of the’ Moors after 
they Jost Alhambra, ° 


Dr. Lobo 18 impressive at 
first sight, since he makes no 
effort to indicate to the uninitint- 
ed that he is the Dr. Lobo of 
Macoo, Tho gltam= and _ glint 
of his cycs, the stamp of pcr- 
sgnality expressed in all his at- 
titudes, quickly proclaim that he 
is different from the ordinary 
run of men—that he—unlike most 
of us—haos moulded life to sult 
his fancy. : 


__.During the war, the Japanese 
in Macao often refused to sec the | 
Governor, preferring to settic 
their, differences with him for 
ultimate transmission to His Ex- 
cellency, Dr, Lobo was always 
courteous and polite to them, 
but when he disagreed with their 
views he often told them 50. 


His wealth, position, and his 
unfailing surrender to impulse 
have infused his name with a 
certain notoriety. Every action of 
his is discussed furiously for 
weeks afterwards. Jealousy and 
envy dogs his footsteps—desplite 
his large donations to charity. 


But he bears this with decorum 
and grace, People will talk about 
him whatever he does—tict them 
say what they like, He knows he 
has attained a position, Hke a 
rock abutting the sea, when little 
buffetings mean nothing at all.

This was revealed when a 
Senate. Appropriations Sub-Com- 
mittee made publie part of closed 
door testimony given on March 
31 by members of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

Senator Joseph Mahoney (De- 
mocratic, Wyoming), Chairman of 
the Sub-Committee, said that the 
Commission had also reported 
that atomic weapons production 
was in better shape than ever be- 
fore. 

The atomic programme, expand- 
ed and speeded up over the past 
year, apparently would also in- 
clude work on the hydrogen 
bomb, said to be many times more 
destructive than the wartime 
atomic ‘bomb. 

President Truman last January 
ordered United States scientists 
to try to make the H-bomb, 

The Commission in earlier re- 
ports said, new and more effective 
atomic weapons’ had been deve 
loped at the . weapons = research 
centre at -Los Alamos, and its 
branch laboratory at Sandia, both 
in New Mexico. 

It also disclosed that establish- 
ments at Hanford, Washington, 
and Oak Ridge. Tennessee, had 
turned out more’atomic explosive 
materials last year than in any 
previous year,

NSW _ floods 


All this comes darkly,  espe- 
clully to New South Wales, whieh 
is still] nursing the wounds to Its 
transport, its con! supplies, its 
railway rolling stock, and some 
of its richest food growing arens,, 
inflicted by the worst floods In its 
history. 

The floods have made more than 
9,000 -people homeless, thrown 
out of work 38,000 more. caused 
damage estimated a millions of 
pounds, faced maay farmers with 
the prospect of Ieaving the land 
unless they can get some fittoncial 
assistance. At Maitland aloae 
the figod damuge fs estimated at 
£400,0000 anc cattle are dying of 
starvation, 

In the. State, damage to roads 
and Bridges is estimated at £500,- 
000 and. a Conference of Com- 
monwealth and State Ministers in 
Sydney agreed that each Govern- 
ment should contribute £200,000 
towards repairs. 

Meat and vegetables hit all 
time High prices in Sydney be- 
cause, With disrupted transport. 
they had to be rushed in by air 
and over circuitous back roads 
through the country. 

The towns from which the 
floods have receded are desolated. 
Homes hive been washed away 
without o trace, those still stand- 
strained _or.. thick ...with.

Westera European central bank 
requires the currency of any part 
of this huge aren, it will be able 
to use it for payments to any 
other part. ‘ 

In itself, the Union docs nol 
affect traders or the man ia the 
street, It gives ‘extra facilites 
only to central banks and the 
monetary authoritles. 

These facilitles Lor ‘Governments 
may enable them, aad In some 
cases will oblige them, to relax 
forelgn currency and trade re- 
strietions affecting thelr citizens. 

Arrangements for financing ctir- 
rent trade remain unchanged. 

The Union‘ does not affect the 
use of sterling as ‘an International 
currency. By eninrging -Inter- 
national trade, it should enlarge 
the International use of sterling. 

About $350,000,000 of Europe's 
Marshall Aid will be carmarited 
for the working capltal of the 
Union. This fund may be sup- 
plemented by unused drawing, 
rights of European currencies car- 
riled over from the European pay- 
iments scheme which expired on 
June 30.
